WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Charges 
that a conspiracy between railroad 
companies and coal operators was 
behind the suspension of activities 
in the bituminous coal fields were 
made in the Senate today by Sen- 
ator Johnson (Rep.). California. 
Asking for early action ¢n his 
resolution for an investigation of 


the bituminous coal fields of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and West Virginia, 
Senator Johnson read a lette: from 
Secretary Davis of the Labur De- 
partment blaming the oprrators 
for the failure of Governmint ne- 
gotiations to end the suspensior. 

“We in the department,” the Sec- 
retary wrote, “diligently sought 
some method by which this strike 
might be settled, but the failure of 
the great bulk of the operators or 
of any of the operators’ associa- 
tion officials to attend it made it 
impossible to make any real prog- 
ress toward the solution of the 
program separating the mine work 
ers and operators in these dis- 
tricts.” 

Johnson also miAde public 
ter from Gifford YP inchot, former 
Governor of Pennsylvania, charg 
ing the use of the police power of 
Pennsylvania in behalf of private 
dnterests. | 

Employment of Coercion. 

“Involved is the charge,” John- 
fon said, “that railroad companies 
have exercised their great power 
to coerce others into the repudia- 
tion and violation of contracts, in 
the making of which the United 
States Government its®if has par- 
ticipated; that these railroad com- 
panies have conspired to destroy a 
labor union; thut. in some in- 
stances, they have refused cars io 
transport coal mined by union la- 
bor; that they have hammered 
down the price of coal while basing 
their rate structure upon a much 
higher price; that, in fact, the 
present horrible conditions had 
their inception in a conspiracy. be- 
tween railroad companies and coal 
operators. 

“It ig charged that cruelty un- 
speakable has beén practiced, spar- 
ing neither the aged, the sick, the 
weak, nor the infirm, the mother 
of the babe.’ 

“Many gunmen and other bad 
characters,” Pinchot’ wrote 
Johnson, 
strike regions bearing the com- 
utfgsions of the State and exereis- 
ing its power as coal-and iron po- 
lice; and numerous assaults upon 
men, women and children have 
been committed by men especially 
commissioned to Keep the peace 
and enforce the law.” | 

Wholesale Evictions. 

Declaring there had“been “whole- 
sal, evictions” of miners’ families, 
the former Governor attributed ‘a 
large percentage of them” to the 
Pittsburg Coal Co., which, he said. 
is “controlled by the Mellons.” 

“J am informed,’”’ he said, “that 
te United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica are prepared to supply proof, 
in the form of approximately 200 
affidayits and by the testimony of 
witnesses, of the commission of 
numerous assaults upon peaceable 
striking coal miners, and of the 
injury of men, women and chil- 
dren from such assaults. 

“Those parts of Central and 
Western Pennsylvania which de- 
pend on the soft coal industry are 
in a very serious condition. The 
prosperity of many of them is 
rulned, and the suffering of the 
miners is reflected in widespread 
hardships throvghout the whole 
communities.” 

“Human Beings at Stake.” 

Johnson told the Senate that all 

hat was necessary for an inves- 
tigation was a prima facie case and 
that one had been made out. “Hu- 
manity demands this investiga. 
tion,” he said. “Here are human 
beings at stake.” 

Reserving a detailed discussion 
unt tomorrow, Senator Reed

Federal Judge Upholds Award of | 


Arbitration Board for Workers 
on Western Lines. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—A petition 
by Western raiiroads to set aside 


an award increasing the pay of lo- 
comotive firemen and hostlers on 
55 systems was dismissed todiy by 
Judge George <A. Carpenter, in 
Federal District Court. 

The effect of. the dismissal is to 
make the increase effective unless 
the roads take an appeal to the 
United States Circuit Court. They 
have 10 days in which to ask for 
a review there. 

The Western systems challenged 
the wage award of a board of arbi- 
tration on the ground that it wes 
made after the board previously 
had advised the Federal Court it 
could not agree. Later four mem- 
bers signed the award, two others 
representing the railroads declin- 
ing to participate. Judge H. P. 
Burke, Chief Justice of the Colo- 
rado Supreme Court, was chair- 
man of the arbitration board.

LOWDEN UNPERTURBED 
AT OFFICE S CLOSING 


Says There Is No Significance 
in Abandonment of New 
York Headquarters. 


Yornrer Gov. Frank O. Lowden 
of Sllinois yesterday told the Post- 
Dispatch there was “no’ signifi- 
cance at all” to the closing of the 
Lowden headquarters in the Wal- 
dorf in New York. He was com- 
menting on a dispatch from New 
York which quoted the Herald-

New York Symphony Orc 
to Assist mm Morning 
certs for Pupils. 


Thousands of letters, received by 
Walter Damrosch in the last few 
days, indicate that schools through- 
out the country are preparing to 
have their pupils listen to the 
educational concerts that are to be 
broadcast by the famous conductor 


and the New York Symphony or- 
chestra through KSD and allied 
stations on the mornings of Friday, 
Feb. 10, and Feb. 17. Besides the 
schools which now have radio re- 
ceivers, it is expected that hun- 
dreds of schools will buy, rent or 
borrow receivers for the two morn- 
ings. 

The first of the three experi- 
mental concerts planned by Dam- 
rosch was given on the night of 
Jan. 21, and was designed for 
educators. The concerts of Feb. 
10 and 17 are to be given at 9 
o’ciock in the morning, central 
standard time. They are planned 
for their intellectual appeal to pu- 
pils—the first for children of the 
grammar grades, the second for 
high school and college students 
The quality of the musical content 
in each program will be of the 
same high level. The complexity 
of the selections will vary accord- 
ing to the age of the listeners they 
fire designed to reach. 

To Supplement Instruction. 

Damrosch points out that these 
programs are not expected to sup- 
plant musical instruction in schools, 
but rather to supplement the ef- 
forts of instructors and to provide 
guidance in musical appreciation 
for pupils of schools where such 
instruction cannot now be given. 
For schools already having com- 
yretent musical instructors, Dam- 
gosch believes these programs, in 
which his lectures are sypplement- 
@d by the New York Symphony Or- 
‘shestra, may serve as “audible text- 
books.” 

To give Damroech the opportuni- 
‘Ay to demonstrate to the public just 
‘what he plans to do in this phase 
of the “University of the Air” 
movement, the National Broadcast- 
ing Co. has extended to him the fa- 
dilities of its hetworks. 

Whether broadcast courses in 
musical appreciation become a reg- 
“jar feature next year depnds on 
ths public’s expressed wish for 
them, and the possibility of financ- 
ing them, according to Damrosch. 

The first of these two demon- 
stration programs will include mu. 
sic by Rossini, Schumann, Pierne, 
Rimsky-Korsakoff and Schubert. 
Each number is of a type in which 
children of from 6 to 14 years old 
can hear and understand the 
themes after they have been point- 
ed out and explained by Damrosch, 

One is Pierne‘s “Entrance of the 
Little Fauns.”” In speaking of this 
Damrosch would explain to the 
children what a faun is. 

What Programs Will Include, 

In other words, “The Flight of 
the Bumble Bee.” taken from Rim- 
sky-Korsakoff’s opera, “Tsar Sal- 
tan,” the “flight” is represented by 
parts assigned to the wood-winds 
and low flutes. 

The overture to Rossini’s “Semi- 
ramide’ will serve the conductor as 
@ basis for an explanation of the 
functions of the percussion instru 
-hents in orchestra. 

Material of somewhat more ad- 
vanced nature will be heard in the 
concert on Feb. 17, but it will be 
susceptible to the same treatment. 
For this program Damrosch has 
chLesen Schubert's “Unfinished 
Symphony in B-Minor,” Bach's 
“air for the G-string” and Saint- 
Saen’s symphonyic poem, “The 
Spinning Wheel of Omphale.” 

These two programs will be 
heard through WJZ, KSD, WCCO, 
WoOc, WHO, WOW, WDAF, WHAS, 
WSM,. KDKA, WLW, WJR, KYW 
and other stations,

ADVISES SELLING RADIO 
PROGRAMS, NUT MECHANICS 


R. F. Piace ‘seus Deaers Romaice 
of the Air Is Great Sales 
Point, 

Selling broadcast entertainment, 
instead of the mechanics of radio 
receivers, was urged on the mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Radio Trades 
Association by R. Fullerton Place, 
former president of the St. Louis 
Advertising Club, in a recent talk. 

Discussing the “Romance of 
Radio Selling,’ Place pointed out 
that modern receivers, regardless 
of their circuits or manufacturers, 
are revelations in efficiency. Some 
sets, he said, have outstanding 
characteristics, others have offered 
equally important specia] features. 
But all of them can bring to buy. 
ers the one thing for which they 
buy receivers—that is, radio en- 
tertainment and education. 

The romance is in what a re- 
ceaver will bring in from the air. 
The retailer who does not realize 
it, who does not sell it to the pub- 
lic instead of trying to sell the 
mechanics of receiving, is over- 
looking his greatest selling point, 
Place asserted. 

“Sell the public on the great ar- 
tists who are broadcasting every 
night,” he said. “Sell them on 
hearing McCormack and _  Galli- 
Curcil, Kurenko, Muzio, Spalding, 
Damrosch, the great orchestras, Al 
Jolson, Paul Whiteman, the hun- 
dreds of other notable artists and 
entertainers, who give them con- 
certs worth thousands of dollars 
for a maintenance cost of not 
more than $15 a year, or at a 
ridiculously low price even if the 
whole Cost of receiver and instal- 
lation be included.”’ 

A move to cause enactment of 
an Ordinance to regulate servicing 
of radio sets and accessories was 
discussed at the January meeting 
of the St. Louis Radio Trades As- 
sociation. The proposal, it was 
said, is to license only service men 
who can pass examinations before 
& special board, which would be 
empowered to pass upon installa- 
tions and the measure of safety so 
far as fire is concerned. Opposi- 
tion to any such ordinance, if it 
should tend to increase costs to the 
consumer, was voiced by Colin B. 
Kennedy, Arthur Brandt, Robert 
Kissel, John Boos Jr., Sam Singer.
